To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Sumner: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition 
of the schools of Sumner together with an itemized ac- 
count of income and expenditures for the school year 
1938-39 and also the recommendations of the Superin- 
tending School Committee for the year 1939-40, 


The Bonney school was closed at the end of the last 
school year and the pupils have been transported to the 
Fast Sumner school. This has not only made a saving 
to the town of about one hundred fifty dollars per year 
but has also benefited the pupils of both schools in their 
association in larger classes. Although the school is 
large, Mrs. Sproul has been able to control it, organize 
it and carry on the work in a most commendable manner. - 
Mrs. Merrill and Miss Cobb have continued their cus- 
tomary good work at Morrill and Pleasant Pond Schools 
respectively. Since the beginning of the year, Mrs. 
D’Aiutolo has had charge of the West Sumner school 
which she has conducted with her usual success. 


Instruction in music has been given one day each 
week in all the schools. Miss Steele is doing excellent 
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work with the children and although the progress is slow 
it is beginning to manifest itself. Miss Pearson is con- 
tinuing the Bible study classes and is giving a remarkable 
service without cost to the town. ‘This isa real mission- 
ary service and deserves the highest praise. 

' The overdraft in the repair account is nearly wiped 
out. However a small amount should be appropriated 
this year to take caré of minor repairs. 

After a careful consideration of the school needs for 
the' year 1939-40 the Superintending School Committee 
recommends the following appropriation:

I wish to thank the Committee, teachers, and citizens 
_ for their co-operation and support during the year. It is 
only through our joint efforts that our schools will con- 
tinue to improve.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To George E.. Redding, a Constable of the Town of Sumner 
in the County of Oxford. 


Greeting : 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby re- 
quired to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of 
Sumner, in said county, qualified by law to vote in town 
affairs, to meet at Union Grange Hall in East Sumner, in 
said town, on Monday, the sixth day of March, A.D. 1939, 
at ten o'clock in the forenoon, then and there to act on the 
following articles, namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will accept the report of the 
Municipal Officers for the year ending February 1, 1939. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to call for bids for 
the collection of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to elect one or 
more road commissioners for the ensuing years. 


Art. 5. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. | 


Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for snow removal for the winter 1939-40. 


Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the purchase of snow equipment. 


Art. 8 To see if the town will grant and raise such 
sums of money as. may be necessary for the support of 
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schools, support of the poor, repairs of school houses, pur- 
chase of school books and tuition of high school pupils for 
the ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will authorize the school 
committee to continue the schools where an average of eight 
scholars has not been maintained for the past year. 


Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repair of roads and bridges for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 


Art. 12. To see what sum the town will appropriate 
for State Aid road construction (in addition to the amount 
regularly raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges) 
under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 28, Revised 
Statutes of 1930, or under the provisions of Section 3, Chap- 
ter 229) -EublietLaws o1tso7 


Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $742.00 for the maintenance of Third Class roads, being 
the minimum the town is allowed to raise under Section 43 
to 47 inclusive, Chapter 28, Revised Statutes of 1930, or to 
be used in conjunction with the State apportionment for. the 
construction of Third Class roads. 


Art. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for patrolmen for State Aid roads for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 15. To see what sum, if any, the town would 
recommend to take from the joint State Aid, account for 
the purpose of applying bituminous surface to State Aid 
roads, in excess of the requirement of Section 2, Chapter 
132, Public Laws of 1935. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for cutting bushes beside the State Aid roads.

Art. 17. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for cutting bushes beside the Third Class roads. 


Art. 18... To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for cutting bushes on town ways. 


Art. 19. To see if the town wants to continue using the 
Third Class money in conjunction with the State Aid money 
for use on Route No. 140 from West Sumner to East 
Sumner, or use in construction of Third Class road from 
L. D. Bryant’s around the North side of Labrador Pond. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for advertising our natural re- 
sources, advantages and attractions, under the provisions of 
Chapter 5, Section 82, of the Revised Statutes of 1930, said 
sum to be expended under the direction of the State of 
Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will raise the sum of 
$100.00 for the purpose of White Pine Blister Control to. 
use in conjunction with the State and Federal funds. 


Art. 2Z.. To*see if the town will, anthorize thes town 
Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to hire such 
sums of money as may be necessary to pay town charges 
and town debts in anticipation of the collection of taxes, 
and to issue and negotiate the notes of the town for money 
so borrowed, to amount not exceeding in the aggregate the 
total tax levy for the preceding municipal year as temporary 
loans to be paid during the year 1939 out of money raised 
during the said year 1939 by taxes. 


Art. 23. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
for Memorial Services. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$30.00 for public health work in Sumner, said sum to be 
expended by the Bureau of Health, State Department of 
Health and Welfare, in cooperation with local authorities. 
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Art. 25. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
to reimburse the treasury. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to sell and dispose of all tax titles held by the town on 
such terms as they deem advisable, and to execute quite 
deeds for such property. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to establish the 
wages for men, teams and trucks on the town highways for 
the season. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100.00 as a trust fund, the interest to be expended for 
the care of the lot known as the James Glover and Oscar 
FE. Turner lot in Elmwood Cemetery. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum 
of $50.00 as a trust fund the interest to be expended for 
the care of the lot known as the James Glover, Sr. and 
Joseph Rowe lot in Elmwood Cemetery. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated by the town 
for State Aid Highway construction in excess of the amount 


required to meet State apportionments. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 


of $9.00 for the purchase of two school flags. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to raise. money 
for the purchase of town officers’ bonds, town treasurer 


tax collector and constable.
